T11E INJUSTICE TO SILVER MINERS. 


Since the demonetization at silver by the 


Act of February 12th, 1873, the Govern- 
ment has realized a profit of nearly $70,- 
000,000 on the coinage of silver. Under 
the present commodity Act which went 
into effect last July, the profit on the coin- 
age of standard dollar* has been $2.545,- 
000. This profit, which has been styled 
"seigniorage," is legalized robbery of the 
bullion producer. The custom of exacting 
it was borrowed from England, where the 
King by royal right claimed a percentage 
of all the gold and silver taken to the mint 
to be coined. As the coinage of the pre- 
cious metals waa free in the United States 
from the establishment of the mint in 1792 
until 1873, no seigniorage was claimed, the 
alloy in gold and silver coins paying the 
greater part, if not all, the expenses of the 
mint. 
Now the condition of affairs is 


changed, and the Government, like the 
English Kings, claims seigniorage, and en- 
courages the mining industry by purchas- 
ing silver bullion at 91% cents per ounce, 
stamping 
371% 
grains 
of 
the 
480 


grains in an ounce and passing those 371% 
grains for a dollar. As stated, the profit 
on this way of encouraging the develop- 
ment of silver mines since last July is 
$2,545,000, and as the surplus in the 
treasury has nearly vanished, the Secretary 
of the Treasury, who thinks it would 
cause financial rain to pay the bullion pro- 
ducer $1 29 an ounce for silver, what the 
Government realizes from it, now wants to 
increase the surplus by issuing certificates 
against the $2,500,000 profit on coinage. 
Not being satisfied that he is authorized to 
do this, ho has referred the matter to the 
Attorney General for his opinion, which 
doubtless will be that as the Government 
has realized $2,544,000 profit on the silver 
which it coined in the last ten months, the 
profit is as much of an asset as the revenue 
from imports. 


But isn't it inconsistent on the part of 


the Government to discriminate so nn- 
jastly against silver mining? It encour- 
ages lead, iron and coal mining by putting 
a tariff on those articles, and discourages 
silver mining by paying only 97J4 cents 
for 480 grains of silver, when 371% grains 
of the metal is worth a dollar the moment 
it is stamped ai the mint. Strange to say, 
if anything that the office-seeking politi- 
cian says or does Gin be considered strange, 
those who sanction this robbery of the sil- 
ver miner are tha persons who shout the 
loudest on the eve of elections for protec- 
tion to American industries. 


VOUNti RAUM DISMISSED. 


There is a row in the Cabinet on account 


of youog Raurn, who was detected in 
crooked transactions in the Pension Bu- 
reau. He was informed that his resigna- 
tion would be accepted thus giving him op- 
portunity to escape prosecution, and when 
he tendered it, Secretary Chandler wrote 
across the paper on wbioh it was written:

Nobld, on account of financial circum- 
stances and for the sake of the family, 
promised Baum a mouth's leave of absence 
with pay. Chandler objected to this and a 
war of worda ensued which may result in a 
disruption of the Cabinet, thouga Chand- 
ler cooled the temper of Secretary Noble 
somewhat by offering Baum $50 out of his 
own pocket.

important office who does not know enough 
to conceal his crookedness.

CINCINNATI, May 20.—Following is the 


platform presented by the National Union 
Committee: 


"In view of the great social, industrial 


and economical revolution now dawning 
upon the civilized world and the new and 
liviog issues confronting the American 
people, we believe the time has arrived for 
tbe crystallization of political reform for 
our country and the formation of what 
should be known as the people's party of 
the United States of America. That we 
most heartily endorse the demands of the 
platform as adopted at St. Lonia in 1889, 
Ocala, Fla., in 1890 and Omaha in 1891, 
by the industrial organizations there rep- 
resented, summarized as follows: 


The right to make and issue money is 


a sovereign power to be maintained by tbe 
people for their common benefit, hence: 


We demand the abolition of national 


banks as banks of issue; and, as a substi- 
tute for national bank note?, we demand 
legal tender treasury notes shall be issued 
in sufficient volume to transact tbe bus- 
iness of the country on a cash basis, with- 
out danger or especial advantage to any 
class or calling; such notes to be a legal 
tender in payment of all debts, public and 
private, and snob notes when demanded 
by tbe people, shall be loaned to them at 
not more than 2 per cent, per annum upon 
non-perishable products as indicated in the 
sub-treasury plao, and also upon real 
estate with proper limitation upon the 
quality of the land and tbe amount of 
money. 


We demand free and unlimited coinage 


of silver. 


We demand the passage of laws prohib- 


iting alien ownership of land, and that

ous, wiry little creatures who have not 
a pound of flesh to lose. Consequently, 
this wear and tear on their strength and 
nerves will in time cause a collapse, 
especially if this violent exercise has 
been adopted after living for years a life 
of indolence. 
Could stout women be 


persuaded to overcome the feeling of 
extreme fatigue, which they experience 
after their first long walks, and continue 
them legularly, and at a rapid gait, as 
near running as possible, for a few 
weeks, the burden of superfluous flesh 
would soon be reduced, and their former 
activity return. The trouble is that the 
wrong women do the exercising. 


Do not carry it to extremes. Cut down 


your walk to two or three miles a day. 
Take your ride in the morning and limit 
it to an hour. You cannot get too much 
fresh air, so drive and stroll out of doors 
as much as you can, but do not wear out 
your body and bring premature lines 
into your face by excessive exercise.—
